Voters head to Primary Election,

As the Primary Election 
looms, registered voters in 
Henry County will be making 
several key decisions regarding 
state and county representa¬ 
tion. 

In the race to determine the 
Democratic candidate for U.S 
Senator, the widely-reported 
favorite is Alison Lundergran 
Grimes, however voters could 
also choose Tom Recktenwald, 
Burrel Charles Farnsley 


or Gregory Brent Leichty. 
Although Grimes is the front¬ 
runner in this race, Henry 
County Democratic Party 
Chairperson Jimmy Pollard still 
wants Democrats to get out 
and vote during this primary. 

“You don’t assume any¬ 
thing in an election. Elections 
can are very unpredictable,” 
Pollard said. “If you are pas¬ 
sionate about your state, 
county and local government, 
you need to get out and vote 
and support the democratic 
ticket. Our strength will show 


in the numbers in the primary 
and that will send a message to 
the Republican party for the 
general election.” 

At the county level, because 
there is no Republican can¬ 
didate running for the office 
of Henry County Clerk, 
Democratic voters will decide 
if Shanda Archer or Chrisana 
Jones Clifford will fill the seat 
vacated by a retiring Juanita 
Lashley. 

There will also be an empty 
seat on the Fiscal Court when 
longtime magistrate David 


Brown ends his term later 
this year. Either Jason Stanley, 
Mark Morris or Pat Williamson 
will assume leadership in 
the third magisterial district, 
which covers the areas of 
Campbellsburg, Sulphur and 
Turners Station. 

Also up for grabs are magis¬ 
terial seats in the fifth and sixth 
districts. In the fifth district 
that covers the eastern por¬ 
tion of the county, incumbent 
Michael Fisher is challenged by 
Wesley Beverly, Sr. The win¬ 
ner of the primary will face 


May 20 

Republican candidate Stuart 
Worley in November. The sit¬ 
ting magistrate of the sixth 
district, Jerry Beasley, is chal¬ 
lenged by Justin Atchison to 
provide leadership for the areas 
of northeast Eminence, Defoe 
and Pleasureville. 

Lastly, two candidates, 
Richard Jaehnigen and 
Brandon Cobb, are competing 
for the position of Constable 
for the fourth district. 

Republicans only have two

Cemetery Board focuses on 
honoring and remembering

In an attempt to reconnect with their roots, 
Eminence Cemetery is hosting its annual Memorial 
Day Celebration Sunday, May 25 at 2 p.m. Ted Bates, 
Chairman of the board for the cemetery, said that he 
believes this event will help not only the cemetery, but 
also the community in Eminence. 

“This event is terribly important,” Bates said. “[The 
public] tends to take for granted that someone will 
step up and serve our country, and those that do make 
a commitment and a sacrifice for this country. We 
need to honor those who are living and memorialize 
those who are dead.” 

The current cemetery board, formed in 2011 after 
the dissolution of the previous board, has made it a 
mission to beautify the cemetery and, as Bates said, 
“bring it back to its dignity and beauty.” Among 
other things, the board has uprooted 19 dead trees, 
planting 13 new trees in their place. They have also 
made an effort to repair broken tombstones and are 
now beginning to focus on fixing the discoloration of

“I’ll probably be in the 
office by a quarter till 5,” 
Lashley said. 

She’ll be followed 
closely by poll workers 
who are asked to be at 
polling places all over the 
county no later than 5:15 
a.m. 


With polling places 
opening at 6 a.m. and 
closing at 6 p.m., it 
makes for a long day for 
all involved, but Lashley 
said her office is more 
than ready for the chal¬ 
lenge of Primary Election 
day on May 20. 

“The machines will be 
delivered on Monday, 
and we have all our elec¬ 
tion officers lined up,” 
Lashley said. “We hope

City passes 
balanced budget

The Eminence City 
Council conducted its 
first reading of the new 
budget for fiscal year 
2014-2015. According to 
Mayor Drane Stephens, 
the budget, if passed next 
month after the second 
reading, would keep the 
town fiscally afloat for the 
next year. 

“Our focus was, of 
course, to have a bal¬ 
anced budget, but with 


minimal increase,” 
Stephens said. “And to 
use our existing funds 
and not to borrow any 
money for the Waste 
Water Treatment Plant 
Expansion Program. We 
were able to accomplish 
that.” 

In addition, Stephens 
said that the budget 
has met goals across 
the board, including 
the hiring of a seventh 
part-time police offi-

City increases fees for 


to cover costs

Residents in the city 
of New Castle will see 
slight increases in their 
costs for services after the 
beginning of the next fis¬ 
cal year in July. 

At their May meeting, 


councilors reviewed and 
awarded the city’s gar¬ 
bage bid from Rumpke. 
Monthly cost for trash 
pickup was $17.33 and 
this will increase to 
$18.50 for curbside ser¬ 
vice beginning July 15, 
which will be reflected 
in the September billing. 
The cost for voluntary 


recycling will be $5.50, 
and back door pickup 
will be $25 per month, 
but no charge for the 
elderly or handicapped. 

Water and sewer costs 
will also increase. The 
city voted to increase 
water charges by 5 per¬ 
cent and sewer treatment 
costs by 12 percent. 


services 

The minimum charge 
for water will be $27.38 
for 2,000 gallons or less, 
with built-in increases 
based on each 2,000 gal¬ 
lon used. This represents 
an increase of $1.30 for 
minimum usage. 

The sewer service 
charge flat fee will remain 
at $10.88, but treatment 


costs will increase from 
$5.20 per 1,000 gallons 
treated to $6.20. 

According to City 
Clerk Lynn Adams, the 
additional charges pay for 
increased costs of pro¬ 
viding the services, with 
no incremental revenue 
coming into the city’s 
coffers. 


In other business: 

•Commissioners also 
approved the first read¬ 
ing of the budget for 
2014-15. It includes 
a federal grant of 
$250,000 for installation 
of sidewalks from Castle 
Creek Subdivision up to

The Relay for Life Team at 
Eminence Speaker has been 
working since late last year 
to raise enough money for 
a major fundraiser. It seems 
that their dream will now 
be a reality. The first Annual 
Hope Jam Concert will take 
place this year at the Kentucky 
Renaissance Fair. According 
to Lisa Willhite, an Eminence 
Speaker employee and team 
leader, the idea came about 
because of the team’s business. 

“[Eminence Speaker] started 
a Relay team two years ago,” 
said Willhite. “So a group of 
people said, ‘why don’t we put 
on a concert, since we’re in 
the music industry?’ And we 
were like, right, so we got to 
talking.” 

From there, the idea took 
hold. As the team reached 
out to their local music con¬ 
tacts, a setlist began to form. 
Currently, there are three local 
bands on the ticket, with one 
well-known Kentucky art¬ 
ist from Taylorsville. Jamie 
Tingle, Silver Wings and the 
Sugar Foot Band will all play 
along with country artist J.D. 


Shelburne. 

“We wanted to do more 
than just have Henry County 
bands, but we wanted Henry 
County included,” Willhite 
said. “So we contacted J.D. 
[Shelburne] and we contacted 
the Renaissance Fair. We just 
wanted to go one step further 
to really put Eminence Speaker 
on the map, plus Relay for 
Life.” 

Willhite, herself a two-time 
cancer survivor, said that Relay 
for Life has been the driving 
force behind the event. 

“Everyone on the team has 
had some form of cancer in 
their life,” she said. “Whether 
it’s a good friend, parents or 
kids. So we just wanted to 
make a big difference, so we 
thought we could use the 
music industry, since we’re 
in the music business. And 
we thought, maybe it would 
sell, and it’s done really, really 
good, to do what we’ve done 
at little to no cost. A lot of 
people volunteered their time. 
And that’s where it came from. 
We wanted to make a differ¬ 
ence.” 

The team, funded entirely 
by volunteers and fundraising, 
raised $7,000 at Eminence 


Speaker alone. That is then 
matched by Eminence Speaker. 

According to Willhite, the 
community has been very 
responsive as well. “A lot of 
people are really excited,” she 
said. “They give a lot of their 
feedback. Even in the com¬ 
munity, people are like, ‘yeah, 
we’ll come.’” 

And so they should be, 


considering the involvement 
of Henry County. According 
to Willhite, the Eminence 
Speaker team has done all of 
the work themselves, without 
the need for outside assistance 
from other Relay teams. She 
also said that everyone who 
is working the event is part 
of the team and that almost 
everyone involved is from 


Henry County. 

The event, beginning at 
4:30 p.m. on May 24, will be 
held “rain or shine,” at the 
Renaissance Fair, which is pro¬ 
viding food and drink. Tickets 
are $15 for adults and kids 
under 12 are free.

some grave markers.

cer for the Eminence 
Police Department while 
decreasing the police 
budget. There was also 
a cost of living increase, 
but with “no other merit 
increases,” according to 
Stephens. The budget 
will also finish the year 
with money being carried 
over to next year, accord¬ 
ing to the mayor. 

In other business: 

•The council also 


addressed the issues of 
new businesses coming to 
Eminence and confirmed 
that the McDonald’s 
will open on May 29, 
with the new bank 
scheduled to open in 
July. Johnson’s Flooring 
Company will be open¬ 
ing this week, as well. 

•Stephens also 
addressed the city gov¬ 
ernment’s upcoming 
move to going paperless, 
saying, “We found, as we 
were studying the use 
of paper in our [work 
that] just the volume of 
paper that we create and 
have that distributed to 


all the council members 
have made a decision to 
try the best we can to go 
paperless and go all elec¬ 
tronic.” Stephens added 
that the city will be pur¬ 
chasing new technology 
to aid in this switch. 

“We’ll be purchasing 
in the next budget inex¬ 
pensive tablets for all the

area without catching 
a serious case of back 
pain. 

Then I transferred

When we arrived in 
the Bluegrass State, we 
kept the U-Haul long 
enough to get all the 
unwieldy items from 
my parent’s basement.

to have a good turnout 
this election.” 

Of the 11,449 regis¬ 
tered votes in the county, 
7,125 are Democrats, 
3,678 are Republicans 
and 646 are registered as 
“other.” Men comprise 
5,533 of the registered 
voters, while women total 
5,916. 

Some of the voters in 
the county will be head¬ 
ing to new polling places 
this year, for a number 
of reasons - redistricting 
being the primary one. 

“There have been 
widespread changes due 
to redistricting,” Lashley 
said. “We’ve sent out 
postcards to affected vot¬ 
ers and put legal notices 
in the paper, but if people 
have any question about 
where they should go to 
vote, they just need to 
call the office.” 

The area that has 
experienced the most 
change is Sulphur and 
Pendleton. Lashley said 
they have been looking 
for a suitable location in 
Sulphur for many years, 


and this year voters in 
that precinct will go to 
the Campbellsburg/ 
Pendleton Fire 
Department, which 
in turn pushes South 
Pendleton out into 
the Lake Jericho Fire 
Department to vote. 

And if a voter goes to 
the wrong polling place 
next Tuesday, he or she 
will be assisted by the 
poll workers to determine 
where they should be 
voting. 

Absentee voting will 
take place at the county 
clerk’s office through 
May 19 in the event a 
voter cannot vote on 
Tuesday, and ballots have 
been sent out to mem¬ 
bers of the military and 
those physically unable to 
place their votes. 

“We do everything 
we can to make sure if a 
voter wants to vote, they 
can,” Lashley said. “As 
a reminder, you must 
vote in your party in this 
Primary Election.” 

Precinct results will 
be posted at the Henry 
County Sheriff’s Office 
as they are made available 
on Tuesday, May 20.

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Summer fuel safety tips 


Accidents in the han¬ 
dling, use and storage of 
gasoline, gasohol, diesel 
fuel, LP-gas and other 
petroleum products (sol¬ 
vents, paint thinners and 
naphtha) can result in 
serious fires and explo¬ 
sions. The chances of 
fire or explosion can be 
reduced by following 
safety precautions and by 
keeping fuel storage facil¬ 
ities in top condition. 

Flammable Liquids 
and Gases 

Gasoline, diesel fuel, 

LP gas, degreasing sol¬ 
vents, paint solvents and 
certain paints are among 
flammable materials. 

Keep these liquids away 
from open flames and 
motors that might spark. 
Keep all petroleum stor¬ 
age and handling equip¬ 
ment in good condition 
and out of reach of chil¬ 
dren. Inspect for leaks, 
deterioration or damage. 
Never store fuel in food 
or drink containers. 

When transferring farm 
fuels, bond the contain¬ 
ers to each other, and 
ground the one being 
dispensed from to pre¬ 
vent sparks from static 
electricity. Clean up spills 
right away and put oily 
rags in a tightly covered 
metal container. Change 
your clothes immediately 
if you get oil or solvents 
on them. 

In addition, watch out 
for empty containers that 
held flammable or com¬ 
bustible liquids. Vapors 
might still be present. 
Store these liquids in 
approved containers in 
well-ventilated areas away 
from heat and sparks. 

Be sure all containers 
for flammable and com¬ 
bustible liquids are clearly 
and correctly marked. 
Read and heed directions 
on all product containers, 
noting flammability and 
safety precautions. 

Do not keep gasoline 
inside the home or trans¬ 
port it in the trunks of 
automobiles or recreation 
vehicles. If gasoline must 
be transported, carry 
only a small amount in a 
labeled safety can on the 
floor of the back seat. 

Roll down the windows 
so moving air can sweep 
away vapors. 

Before cutting or weld¬ 
ing a fuel tank, fill it 
with water to drive out 
any lingering residue or 
vapor. Many explosions 


have resulted from using 
a torch on a tank that 
was thought to be empty. 

LP Gas 

The fire or explosion 
hazard with LP gas usu¬ 
ally involves leaks or 
failures in the system, 
improper transfer of 
liquid from one tank to 
another, or accidents 
where tanks or lines are 
ruptured. Also, an LP 
tank involved in a build¬ 
ing, trash or tractor fire 
can greatly intensify such 
a fire or even explode. 

Large LP storage tanks 
should be at least 50 feet 
from the nearest building 
and 20 or more feet from 
other aboveground fuel 
tanks. Provide and main¬ 
tain solid foundations 
to support LP-gas tanks 
so they won’t settle or 
tip and break or damage 
connections. 

Equip the storage tank 
with a liquid-fill hose 
and a vapor-return hose. 
If the vapor escapes into 
the atmosphere, a fire or 
explosive danger is cre¬ 
ated. Therefore, when 
you fill your fuel tank, 
the vapor from the top 
should be fed back into 
the storage tank. 

Be alert for leaks in the 
LP-gas system. Protect 
gauges and regulators 
from weather and dirt. 

If you smell gas, turn off 
valve(s) at the tank(s). 
Open windows and doors 
to ventilate the building, 
and don’t switch on any¬ 
thing electrical. 

More Safety 
Reminders 

Keep all equipment 
used for petroleum stor¬ 
age and handling in good 
condition. Watch for 


leaks, deterioration or 
damage. Make needed 
repairs or replace faulty 
components immediately. 
Keep cap vents clean and 
free, and tank and safety 
can pressure-relief valves 
functional. 

If fuel is spilled on 
your clothing, go out¬ 
side, away from any igni¬ 
tion source, and allow 
the clothing to dry. 

When siphoning fuel, 
use a pump. Never use 
your mouth. A mouthful 
of gasoline or diesel fuel 
could be fatal, especially 
if it gets into your lungs. 
Also avoid excessive inha¬ 
lation of gasoline vapor. 
Each year, several chil¬ 
dren are poisoned after 
accidentally ingesting 
gasoline or other petro¬ 
leum products. Protect 
your ftiel facilities so chil¬ 
dren cannot draw out any 
fuel. The facility should 
be off limits. Warn chil¬ 
dren sternly about play¬ 
ing with matches in fuel 
areas. Keep gas cans out 
of their reach, and never 
store fuel in food or 
drink containers. When 
servicing machinery, 
check the fuel system for 
leaks. Double check con¬ 
nections to be sure they 
are secure and leak-free 
after changing fuel fil¬ 
ters or performing other 
work requiring discon¬ 
necting or removing a 
fuel line or fuel system 
component.

Awed before God, but unafraid 


The child was out of 
control. He had been 
running and shouting 
and climbing over pews 
since he had walked in 
the door of the church. 
He had come with his 
grandmother; and to her 
credit, she had tried a 
time or two to calm him 
down. It hadn’t worked. 

Finally, she reached her 
limit. As he attempted 
to dash between her and 
a pew, she reached out 
and grabbed him. For 
a moment, I feared she 
might pull his arm loose 
from his shoulder. As I 
watched, time seemed 
frozen. He glared at her; 
she at him. Their icy 
stares were broken by the 
grandmother’s angry and 
frustrated shout at her 
grandson: “If you don’t 
stop that, God is going 
to get you! Do you hear 
me?” 

Her angry shout 
didn’t seem to have any

immediate effect on the 
boy. It did on me. The 
sound of her voice and 
the message she con¬ 
veyed, carried me back to 
my childhood. 

As a child, I had 
known an angry and 
mean God who was 
always watching and out 
to get whoever strayed 
from the straight and 
narrow. I had learned 
to fear God. The God 
I often heard about 
seemed a bit out of con¬ 


trol and certainly danger¬ 
ous. In fact, it seemed 
that sometimes his anger 
might be so out of con¬ 
trol that he might just 
destroy the good with 
the bad. The God of the 
Old Testament seemed 
to do a lot of slaying and 
ordering others to do 
it. Fearing such a God 
seemed like a wise move. 

Looking back over the 
years, I’m not sure from 
where that scary image 
of God came from. It 
certainly wasn’t from my 
parents. I suppose that 
it may have been partly 
the result of my childish 
imagination and lack of 
understanding. 

Yet I suspect it had 
something to do with 
the content of sermons I 
heard at our little Baptist 
church in Tallapoosa, 
Missouri—particularly 
from evangelists who 
wanted converts, even 
if they had to scare the 


hell out of them to move 
them from prospects to 
believers. Maybe it was 
the tone of the sermons 
as much as their con¬ 
tent. A lot of preachers 
seemed to be angry at 
their parishioners. Angry 
people have always scared 
me. An angry God 
scares me even more. 

Let’s go back to 
the grandmother and 
the going-to-get-you 
God. Maybe she saw 
my face . . . maybe 
she just thought bet¬ 
ter about what she had 
said. Whatever it was, 
she seemed to have a 
second thought and then 
she changed her tac¬ 
tic. “Now stop, or Bro. 
Duncan will get you.” 
Gee, thanks lady. You 
just made me the scary, 
bad guy. 

I reached down and 
picked up the grandson. 
He probably thought 
his days were numbered. 


Grandmother had sic’d 
God and the preacher on 
him. I didn’t get him. I 
told him I wasn’t going 
to get him; but I added, 
“I would like for you to 
stop running and shout¬ 
ing and climbing on the 
pews. We’re in God’s 
house and how we act 
here is how we show our 
respect for God.” 

My words were prob¬ 
ably worthless. More 
valuable may have been 
the way I spoke and 
how I held him. Maybe 
I just got lucky. For 
the moment, he calmed 
down. My prayer is that 
for the moment—and 
maybe longer—he saw a 
kinder God. 

I’ve thought about 
that day often and about 
God being out to get 
us. I’ve thought about 
our need to fear God and 
how few of us do. Over 
the years, I have learned 
a lot—a lot about God, 


about myself, and about 
others. Fear of God that 
comes from the anxiety 
that God is out to get us 
does little to draw us to 
God and much to cause 
us to see if we can some¬ 
how get around God— 
get around, as in pull 
one over on God. 

There is a healthier 
fear. It’s called awe. It is 
the fear that comes from 
realizing that God is All- 
in-All . . . that all that is 
flows from God and shall 
return to God. 

Awe—healthy and 
health-inducing fear— 
flows from seeing God 
through the eyes of Jesus 
and remembering the 
promise—“Lo, I am with 
you always, even unto 
the end of the world” 
(Matthew 28:20 KJV). 

God is not out to get 
us. God is out to bring 
us home, that where God 
is we may be also.

Spring is a time when 
many people give their 
house a thorough clean¬ 
ing. During this cleaning 
ritual, you may find that 
you’ve accumulated way 
too much stuff. A yard 
sale is a perfect way to 
remove household clut¬ 
ter and make some extra 
money. 

Having a yard sale 
does not necessarily 
mean it will be a success. 
Careful planning and 
preparation beforehand 
can help you have the 
most successful yard sale 
possible. 

Planning ahead is 
essential and should be 
done well in advance of 
the yard sale date. Start 
by sorting through your 


unwanted items. Make 
sure the items you plan 
on selling are gently 
used, not broken or 
missing parts, and void 
of stains, missing but¬ 
tons or broken zippers. 
Organize similar items 
together. This can help 
you with pricing later. 

Location is an impor¬ 
tant key to a successful 
yard sale, as your cus¬ 
tomers may not want 
to travel far distances. 


If you have a family 
member or friend who 
lives near a main thor¬ 
oughfare, subdivision or 
other desirable location, 
you may ask them if they 
would like to have a 
multi-family yard sale at 
their location. Another 
option is to talk with 
your neighbors about 
having neighborhood¬ 
wide yard sale. 

When you price your 
items, make sure your 


asking price is reason¬ 
able for the piece and 
its condition. You may 
want to visit a few yard 
sales around the neigh¬ 
borhood beforehand to 
see the prices for similar 
items. You can purchase 
yard sale price stickers 
at many grocery stores 
or make your own with 
masking tape and a 
marker. When setting 
your prices, remember 
that your customers may 
like to negotiate so you 
should be willing to be 
flexible. 

Timing is very impor¬ 
tant to the success of 
yard sales. Friday and 
Saturday are very popu¬ 
lar days for yard sales. 
People usually have 


more disposable income 
at the first of the month 
compared to the end of 
the month. Many yard 
sales are also planned 
to coincide with local 
festivals. Many custom¬ 
ers like to get out early 
to get the best deals, so 
plan on starting your 
yard sale by at least 8 
a.m., but be aware that 
some people may be at 
your door earlier. 

Advertise your event. 
Check with the local 
newspaper about the 
price and deadlines for 
classified advertisement. 
Newspapers are a great 
way to get the word out 
to others in your com¬ 
munity. You can also 
promote your yard sale 


to your friends on social 
media or by giving flyers 
at groups to which you 
belong or that might 
have a special interest in 
your sale, such as young 
mothers if you have chil¬ 
dren’s clothes or a book 
club if you have lots of 
gently used books. 

Don’t try to run a 
yard sale alone. Have at 
least one friend or family 
member help you keep 
an eye on your items, 
and never leave the cash 
box unattended.
